Assassin Repenting 
of His Crime. 


Has Another Interview 
With a Priest. 


Great Change for the Better 
Comes Over the Culprit. 


Few Remaining Hours of His 
Life Being Spent in 
Paper. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
UBURN (N. T.) Oct. 2%.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] There are now 
good réasons for stating that the as- 

sagsin of President McKinley, who is 
to die in the electric chair at Auburn 
prison next Tuesday morning at 7 
o'clock, has repented of his terrible 
i crime and returned to the faith of his 
early childhood, that of the Catholic 
church. He is now spending the few 
remaining hours of his life in this 
world in prayer. 

It is understood the assassin will 
make a declaration of this belief in 
God and of his return to the Catholic 
faith, at the same time renouncing 
anarchy, in the presence of the twen- 
ty-six persons gathered to witness his 
execution. 

For more than an hour this morn- 
ing, Rev. Hyacinth Fudzinski, rector 
of the Corpus Christi Polish Church of 
Buffalo, visited the assassin in his cell. 
The prisoner had carefully studied the 
religious literature left him by Father 
Szadzinski of Rochester last Tuesday, 
and yesterday ‘afternoon informed the 
death watch that he would in like 
to see a priest. Warden Meade con- 
ferred with Rev. John J. .Hickey of 

chaplain of the 


Father Fudzinski, the treet learned 
Polish clergyman in Buffalo, and one 
who has interested himself in prison 
missiopary work, was selected. He 
came to Buffalo and arrived at the as- 
sassin’s cell at 10:20 o'clock. His pres- 
ence seemed to be most welcome to the 
dejected wretch, who is wavering be- 
tween anarchy and Christianity. 

It may be stated that Father Fud- 
ginski's mission was most successfu!. 
The priest conversed with the assassin 
in the Polish tongue in low tones. 
When about to leave he informed the 
condemned man that he would return 
to him Sunday afternoon and spend a 
much longer time with him. 

Father Fudzinski immediately after 
leaving the prison, was questioned by 
a reporter as to the result of his visit 
to the assassin. The clergyman was ex- 
tremely reticent. : 

“Did the assassin renounce anarchy?” 
he was asked. 

“All I will say.” said Father Fud- 
ginski, is that from the time 1 first 


saw him in his cell until I left um.

The assassin on Sunday, after receiv- 
ing religious instruction, will make his

Disastrous Conflagration in 
Business Section. 
Hospitals are Full of Injured. 


Property Loss of Half 
a Million. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 
HILADELPHIA, Oct. 25.—Nineteen 
persons were killed and property 
valued at $500,000 destroyed as 

the result of a fire which occurred to- 

day in the business section of the city. 

The number of injured is not known 

definitely, but fully a score of victims 

were located at various hospitals. 
Policemen and firemen are tonight 
delving into the ruins in search of bod- 
les supposed to have been buried be- 
neath the débris, as it is feared that 
others besides the known dead may 
have lost their lives in the flames, 
The buildings destroyed were the 

eight-story structure, No. 1219 and 1221 

Market street, occupied by Hunt, Wil- 

kinson & Co., upholsterers and furni- 

ture dealers, and three-story buildings 
occupied by small merchantmen. The 
big furniture building extended back 

a half block to Commerce street, and 

was owned by Henry Clea. The list of

EXPLOSION OF NAPHTHA, 

At 10:20 o'clock this morning the 
blaze broke forth in the building occu- 
pled by Hunt. Wilkinson & Co. It 1s 
said that an explosion of naphtha or 
gasoline in the basement was the cause, 
but this is depied by Mr. Wilkinson, 
who says there never was a sufficient 
quantity of either explosive about the 
building to be responsible for today’s 
disaster. Rumor has it also that an 
elevator constructor in the basement 
permitted the flame of his lantern to 
communicate with some of the gaseous 
liquids stored in the basement, and 
that this was the cause of the con- 
flagration. 

The rear of Hunt, Wilkinson & Co.'s 
building faces on Commerce street, a 
small thoroughfare. On the fire escape 
at this end of the building two men 
and one woman were slowly roasted to 
death, while the horror-stricken throng 
in the street below turned sick at the 
sight. In the front, on Market street, 
a woman, driven to desperation, leaped 
from a window on the top floor and 
was dashed to death on the pavement. 

EMPLOYEES ENTRAPPED. 

Seventy-nine of the 100 persons in 

Hunt, Wilkinson & Co.'s biilding, when 
the fire started, were employés, and the 
remainder were customers, and outside 
were the workmen who were engaged 
in putting the finishing touches on the 
new eighth floor. More than half of 
the firm's employés were on the upper 
five floors, and it was among these that 
the greatest number were killed and 
injured. With the possible exception 
of the engineer, who is missing, all the 
persons on the first three floors got out 
of the building safely. The members 
of the firm had their offices on the third 
floor, and their familiarity with the 
exits is all that saved them from suffo- 
cation. Most ot those killed were at 
work on the sixth floor, where women 
engaged in sewing. Thew were at 
work in the rear of the builiding, close 
to the fire escapes, but became con- 
fused by the great quantity of smoke 
that rushed up the stairway and ele- 
vator shaft, 
On the seventh floor were twenty up- 
holsterers at work, and thanks to the 
great presence of mind of the foreman 
of the floor, all escaped. 

There were eleven employés and a 
number of outside workmen on the 
eighth floor. A ladder reached from 
this floor to the roof, which would have 
enabled those on that floor to reach 
the roof of an adjoining eight-story 
building. but in the excitement this 
means of escape was forgotten. Sev- 
eral made the terrible leap to the 
sidewalk and were crushed, while the 
others ran the gauntlet of smoke and 
fire down the rear fire escapes. | 

JUMPED AND WERE KILLED. 

Among those on the eighth floor who 
jumped and were killed were H. A. 
Sparrow, ah expert electrical con- 
tractor, and Charles E. Sparrow, ‘his 
nephew and assistant. A colored scrub 
woman also jumped from this floor 
and was crushed in the street. 

It was exactly 10:20 o’clock this morn- 
ing when Howerd F. Street, a young 
man employed by Hunt, Wilkinson & 
Co., observed flames shooting up the 
elevator shaft from the basement. He

By noon the fire was under control 
and at 2 o'clock this afternoon a force 
of men, ordered by the Department of 
Public Sgfety, began the work of clear- 
ing away the débris for the purpose of 
recovering the bodies of the victims 
buried in the ruins. 

Small buildings in the rear of the 
furniture bullding and also to west 
of the burned area were c by 
falling walls. The fronts of the stores 
on the south side of Market street 
opposite the fire were all more or less 
damaged by th heat. Great tongues of 
flames swept along by the northwest 
wind shot acro@s.the broad thorough- 
fare and for a time it looked ag if the 
fire would spread to those buildings.

The loss tonight is estimated at half 
a million dollars, most of which will 
fall on Hunt, Wilkinson & Co., whose 
loss is estimated at $250,000. Henry 
Clea's loss on building is about $150,000. 
William F. Potts & Sons suffered a loss 
of $60,000, while other Occupants of

THE STRIKE THAT FAILED. 


The following is a conservr- 
atire and accurate review 
of the great labor strike 
which ended in San Fran- 
cisco a little overa fortnight 
ago, written with a full 
knowledge of all the facts 
and by one who wae in close 
touch, all during the strike, 
with both the unions and 
the Employers’ Association. 
This review is of special 
value as showing clearly 
how and why the unions 
failed. 

{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—Two 
weeks ago the controversy between the 
Wage earners and employers of San 
Francisco was brought to a sudden 
close. The strike was notable in many 
ways, but in none more so than in the 
absolute and positive proof that the 
labor organizations went to their defeat 
through their blind confidence in false 
leaders, and their unreasoning belief 
in their own power. The labor leaders 
had grown fat on the donations of their 
dupes, and had reached the period in 
their affluence where they believed 
themselves to be all powerful, with 
dictatorship in their grasp for the ask- 
ing. 
Some Effects of the Strike. 

The strike has done for California 
that which all the political economists 
of the country could not have accom- 
plished in a decade. It has given both 
employers and employees an accurate in- 
sight into their respective positions 
and It has shown conclusively 
that when the employers use the same 
weapons as the emp'oyés they will 
compel the latter to keep to their 
legitimate positions and cease from in- 
terference with the business of those 
who pay the wages. The labor leaders 
have been shown that they can neither 
rule nor ruin. ;

The astonishing part of this Nihilistic 
programme was that the leaders cid 
not seem to realize that their incen- 
diary talk was the most potent weapon 
in the hands of those who were try- 
ing to save the State from the hands 
of its avowed enemies. 
Specious Pretenses—Bluff. 
The strike has done even more than 
this: It has publicly picked to pieces 
every specious pretense so biatantly 
enunciated at every opportunity by the 
demagogues who seek popularity by 
catering to the labor vote. It has 
shown that the labor vote is as much 
of a bluff os are the pretenses of pow 
made by the labor leaders. 


Worse Than Defeat. 


The controversy was the most unique 
in the history of the labor troubles of 
the country. It was a question of 
neither wages, hours nor special griev- 
ance. It was simp'y a struggle for ex- 
istence on both sides. The arrogance 
of the labor unions had reached such 
a point that business men must eithe: 
compel a proper recognition of capital 
or go out of business. The result of 
this peculiar and abnormal condition 
was that the strike became a fierce 
contest for mutual s2'f-pre’ervation. 
Unieniem became the direct issue. 
Nothing else was involved. The 
outcome had to be the survival 
of the fittest—either unionism must 
rule and ruin or it must te 
forced to the wall. The result was 
positive and absolute. No matter how 
much time-serving politicians attempt 
to disguise the fact, the result was 
utter and complete defeat for the un- 
ion forces and all that they have come 
to represent. While the leaders of the 
unions have sought to make their de- 
luded followers believe that a victory 
was won for unionism, the bald fact re- 
mains that every point contended for

An Amazing Record of Crime. 

The progress of this most remark- 
able strike in the history of labor trou- 
bles brought to the surface all of the 
latent savagery in what may be termed 
modern civilization. A sequence of 
felonies and misdemeanors numbering 
nearly three thousand, in the eleven 
weeks of the controversy, was the main 
weapon used by the strikers. The pe- 
cullarity of this weapon in this in- 
stance has been the fact that the labor 
leaders, together with the rank and 
file of the adherents of unionism, its- 
sued indignant protests against police

Czar Furuseth, Alien. 

The peculiar reasoning of 
leaders reconciles most absurd propo- 
sitions, and the incident just men- 
tioned is one of the least of them. One 
that touches closer to individual rights, 
and which borders on the assumption 
of dictatorship, has come to ent 
through the inadvertence of its bene- 
ficiary. Notwithstan the fact that 
the labor leaders have persistent 
in their opposition to protection of 
non-union men, basing this opposition 
upon the allegation that no violence 
had been offered to those who desired 
to work, Andrew u., manager 
of the strike for the City Front Feder.

When it is re- 
membered that more than 3000 cases of 
personal violence were reported to the 
police during the strike, the sig¢nifi- 
cance of those passports may be fully 
recognized. | 

When charged with this criminal as- 
sumption of power the reply of the 
alien dictator was a qualified denial, 
coupled with an argument in defense 
of the proposition that such procedure 
was perfectly justified on the part of 
the strike leaders because strike con- 
ditions approach a state of war. This 
same reasoning, however, was not ac- 
knowledged as pertinent ewhen used to 
justify the protection of those who de- 
sired to work.

STREET MATTERS. 
PETITIONS AND PROTESTS. 
Many petitions and protests relating 
to street improvements were consid- 
ered by the Board of Public Works 
yesterda ‘ 


It was decided to proceed with the 
paving of Seventh stréet from Main to 
Figueroa street without waiting to 


put the wires underground. Property 
owners are anxious that the street 
should be improved before the winter 
rains set in. As it would take about 
six months to get the conduits built 
and the wires put under the ground, it 
was decided to let the matter drop and 
to go ahead with the proceedings for 
paving the street. 

Consideration of the petition asking 
for the opening of New High street 
from Franklin street to Broadway, 
was postponed one week. J. M. El- 
Hott, reprerenting Hiram Mayberry of 
San José, one of the property owners, 
asked that he be given time to com- 
ee with Mr. Mayberry and as- 
certain ‘his wishes in the matter. 
Former City Attorney Haas, represent- 
ing B. E. Edmunds and Miss Schu- 
macher, whose property will be at- 
fected, appeared to protest against the 
proposed opening. 

No final decision was reached by the 
board in the matter of improving 
Grand avenue from Jefferson street 
south to the Southern Pacific Railroad 
tracks, in accordance with an ordi- 
nance of intention passed by the Coun- 
cil. The Los Angeles and Redondo 
Railroad Company and E. E. Thomas, 
owning all the property in the block. 
protested against the improvement on 
the ground that they will have to pay 
the entire cost and will receive no ben- 
efit. Attorney Sheldon Borden spoke 
tor the company. He argucd that the 
proposed lowering of the grade will 
turn a river of water down Grand ave- 
nue in the winter time and will injure 
the company's property. If the street 
is to be improved, he said, it should be 
straightened, Property owners south 
of the railroad are very anxious to 
have the street opened to afford ready 
access to the car line on Jefferson 
street. Attorney Bradner W. Lee, rep- 
resenting J. M. Marble, a property 
owner in the vicinity, spoke in favor 
of the improvement. He said that the 
reasons argued against the petition 
were not such as should be considered 
hy the board. Chairman Bowen stated 
that the board is inclined to favor the 
improvement, but that no decision 
will be made at present. 

The application of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company for the abandon- 
ment of Wilde street between Alameda 
street and Central avenue was taken 
under consideration. The portion of 
the street affected {s sixty feet wide 
and 500 feet long. ‘ 

The application of the Los Angeles 
Glass Company for permission to take 
water from the river to supplement the 
company’s supply was taken under ad- 
vjeement by the board. It was stated 

a representative of the company 
that not more than ten barrels will be 
required, but that in default of such 
amount of water the company would 
be compelled to shut down. Two wells 
sunk on the property have proven fall-

GAS PERMITS REFUSED. 

Wearied by the long wrangle over 
the proposed location of gas plants in 
the Seventh and Eighth wards, the Fire 
Commission yesterday adopted a reso- 
lution which will send franchise appli- 
cants to the Council or to the courts. 
Many hints are given cut that the lat- 
ter course will be taken.

‘Judge Williams of Ventura Sustains

er has perched on the standards 
of the city in the s-iteful litigation be- 
gun by 8. A. Waldron against the 
Mayor and Councilmen to knock out 
the water bonds. Judge Williams of 
Ventura sat in Judge Allen's court 
yesterday, and sustained the city’s de- 
murrer; and, holding that Waldron's 
complaint could not be amended to 
meet the indomitable objections raised 
by the demurrer, he ordered judgment 
in favor of the defendants. 

Thus far has the validity of the mu- 
nicipal water bonds been upheld. 

As soon as Judge Williams had ren- 
dered his opinion, C. M. Hansen, Esq., 
stated openly that he would serve no- 
tice of appeal to the Supreme Court 
within a few days. He appears unu- 
sually confident of success in the end. 
The alleged unconstitutionality of the 
city charter of Los Angeles is his chief 
contention. On this point, however, 
Judge Williams did not touch yester- 
day, thinking it unnecessary in the 
proceeding at bar to pass on the ques- 
tion, as no good purpose could be sub- 
served by so doing. The offices of the 
municipality are now being filled by 
officers, at least de facto, who as such 
have all the powers of de jure officers 
until they are ousted by direct pro- 
ceedings in the nature of quo warranto 
and cannot be assailed in a collatera} 
proceeding:

negotiating, selling or in any manner 
disposing of or delivering such bonds, 
and that they be enjoined from ap- 
proving, signing, indorsing or issuing 
any Warrant of the city for the pay- 
ment of the claim of Messrs. Dillon & 
Hubbard, in the sum of $2500 for pro- 
fessional services rendered the city, as 
attorneys-at-law.

FEES ANOTHER THING. 

“I am not prepared to say that there 
is any misjoinder of causes of action, 
if the complaint states any cause of 
action, except in the cause of action 
to enjoin the allowance and payment 
of the claim of Messrs. Dillon & Hub- 
bard for services rendered the city as 
attorneys-at-law. I cannot see how, 
in an action to restrain the Council- 
men and Mayor from doing and per- 
formi certain alleg:i1 acts, in and 
about t issuance of the two million 
dollar bonds, can in any way be con- 
nected with and grow out of the same 
transaction, as the employment: and 
payment of attorneys. The allegatione 
of the complaint as to the character of 
the services rendered by the attorneys 
must be treated as immaterial, and 
cannot aid in overcoming the improper 
union of causes of action. If the claim 
of Messrs. Dillon & Hubbard is un- 
authorized and illegal, the determina- 
tion of that question must be the sub- 
ject of a separate and independent pro- 
ceeding, and cannot here be determined. 
Even admitting that by any possible 
construction this cause of action could 
be considered as not repugnant to 
the objection urged, then the com- 
plaint, as to this claim, does not state 
a cause of action for equitable relief: 
the plaintiff does not show that he 
can be injured should the defendants’ 
do all the things here sought to be re- 
strained. If the contract upon which 
the claim of Dillon & Hubbard is 
founded is illegal, no indebtedness will 
thereby be created. It is to be pre- 
sumed that the Auditor and Treasurer 
of the city will refuse to pay any 
claim arising therefrom. | : 

NEW BOND ACT.

and later scheme must prevail as a sub- 
stitute for the old, even in respect to 
parts where there are found no incon- 
sistencies or repugnancies between the 
two, and any part of the old statute 
which is not included in the new, must 
be ignored and deemd to have been 
repealed.” Mack vs. Justro, 126 Cal., 
130; Dillon vs. Bicknell, 116 Cal., 111:

Rep., 375.

two million dollar bonds were nul and 
void. The contention is founded upon 
the theory that the present charter of 
tae city of Los Angeles is unconstitu- 
tional, and void. It is unnecessary, in 
this proceeding for this court to pass 
upon that question, as no good pur- 
pose could be subserved by so doing. 

“It isadmitted by the complaint that 
the defendant, the city of Los Angeles, 
at all times mentioned in the complaint, 
has been, and now is, a municipal tor- 
poration] organized under the laws of 
the State of California, and having 
more than 3500 inhabitants. The ex- 
istence of a municipal corporation of 
the character of the one here plead 
presupposes that there are officers to 


carry out the necessary functions of | B. 


the corporation. The courts will take 
notice that in municipal corporations 
like this there are offices of council and 
mayor, such officers are potential and 
possible. Hence the unconstitutionality 
of a freeholders’ charter attempting to 
give actual existence to these offices, 
though futile, still leave such offices 
potential, and possible, and the per- 
sons occupying them are de facto of- 
ficers. (Spelling on Extraordinary Re- 
Hef, section 695.) There being de jure 
offices of Mayor and Council of the city 
of Los Angeles, the incumbents of those 
offices, as appears from the complaint, 
have been elected under a charter, a!- 
leged to be void. Enough is shown to 
establish the fact that they are at least 
de facto officers. 

“Officers elected or appointed pur- 
suant to a public, even though an un- 
constitutional law, before the same has 
been adjudged such, are officers de 
facto. De facto officers until they are 
ousted from office by direct proceed- 
ings in-the nature of quo warranto, 
have all the powers of de jure officers, 
and cannot. be assailed in a collateral 


ng. 

“It is claimed as a reason why the 
defendants, the Councilmen and Mayor, 
should be enjoined from issuing, sell- 
ing or delivering the bonds is that the 
price agreed to be paid for the water 
plants is largely in excess of their 
value, and that the rate of interest and 
taxes agreed to be paid is unreason- 
able. These are matters in the dis- 
cretion of these officers. “The discre- 
tion of the common council of a city 
in matters appertaining to their re- 
spective functions will not be controllea 
by a writ of injunction, because im- 
provident or because of the payment of 
an exorbitant sum in the absence of 
any allegation of fraud.’ (High on In- 
junction, section 1240.) 

“It is urged that because of the alle- 
gations of the complaint that the de- 
fendants, the Mayor and Councilmen 
were elected and now claim to be hold- 
ing and acting in their official position 
under and by virtue of the provisions of 
the present charter, and in no other 
way, and by virtue of no other author- 
ity, that these allegations cannot be 
questioned by demurrer, and must be 
traversed by answer, and for this rea- 
son, if no other, the demurrer ought to 
be overruled. . 

“The allegations as to the particular 
character or authority under which 
these officers claim to be acting is im- 
material. It is not what they claim; 
but are they authorized and empow- 
ered to perform the acts complained of 
under and by virtue of any valid ex- 
isting statute or charter? There is, in- 
dependent of the present charter, abun- 
dant authority under the law for these 
officers to perform all the acts here 
complained of and sought to be en- 

in 


ed. 
. conclude, therefore, that the com- 
plaint does not state a cause of action 
entitling the plaintiff to any equitable 
relief. The demurrer ought to be sus- 
tained, and it is so ordered. 

„1 do not think that the complaint 
could be amended to meet the objec- 
tions here raised by the demurrer. 
Judgment is therefore ordered in favor 
of defendants.

Blanchard of Manzana yesterday, ask- 
ing that some means be adopted to 
keep infested apples from being shipped 
into the Lancaster and Elizabeth Lake 
sections, where, he says, are thousands 
of acres of apple orchards just coming 
into beoring. Codling moth would ruin 
them all. Ae 

It is stated by President Robinson of 
the Horticultural Commission that 
New York State last year lost $6,000,000 
from the moth, and hed not vineger 
and 


greater. 

On November 4 the prominent apple 
growers of Southern California will 
meet with the ~commissioners in the 
Courthouse to discuss méans of keep- 
ing out the pest. For ttis ocecasion a 
paper apropos of the situation has 
been promised by Alexander Craw, 
State Entomologist.

PETITIONS AND PROTESTS. 

Many petitions and protests relating 
to street improvements were consid- 
ered by the Board of Public Works 


yesterday. 

It was decided to proceed with the 
paving of Seventh street from Main to 
Figueroa street without waiting to 
put the wires underground. Property 
owners are anxious that the street 
should be improved before the winter 
rains set in. As it would take about 
six months to get the conduits built 
and the wires put under the ground, it 
was decided to let the matter drop and 
to go ahead with the proceedings for 
paving the street. 

Consideration of the petition asking 
for the opening of New High street 
from Franklin street to Broadway, 
was postponed one week. J. M. El- 
Hott, reprerenting Hiram Mayberry of 

José, one of the property owners, 
asked that he be given time to com- 
— 1 with Mr. Mayberry and as- 
certain ‘his wishes in the matter. 
Former City Attorney Haas, represent- 
ing B. E. Edmunds and Miss Schu- 
macher, whose property will be af- 
fected, appeared to protest against the 
proposed opening. 

No final decision was reached by the 
board in the matter of improving 
Grand avenue from Jefferson street 
south to the Southern Pacific Railroad 
tracks, in accordance with an ordi- 
nance of intention passed by the Coun- 
cil. The Los Angeles and Redondo 
Nallroad Company and E. E. Thomas, 
owning all the pronerty in the block, 
protested against the improvement on 
the ground that they will have to pay 
the entire cost and will receive no ben- 
efit. Attorney Sheldon Borden spoke 
for the company. He argucd that the 
proposed lowering of the grade will 
turn a river of water down Grand ave- 
nue in the winter time and will injure 
the company’s property. If the street 
is to be improved, he said, it should be 
straightened, Property owners south 


have the street opened to afford ready 
access to the car line on Jefferson 
street. Attorney Bradner W. Lee, rep- 
resenting J. M. Marble, a property 
owner in the vicinity, spoke in favor 
of the improvement. He said that the 
reasons argued against the petition 
were not such as should be considered 
by the board. Chairman Bowen stated 
that the board is inclined to favor the 
improvement, but that no decision 
will be made at present. 

The application of the. Los Angeles 
Railway Company for the abandon- 
ment of Wilde street between Alameda 
street and Central avenue was taken 
under consideration. The portion of 
the street affected {s sixty feet wide 
and 500 feet long. ‘ 

The application of the Los Angeles 
Glass Company for permission to take 
water from the river to supplement the 
company’s supply was taken under ad- 
vjeement by the board. It was stated 

a representative of the company 
that not more than ten barrels will be 
required, but that in default of such 
amount of water the company would 
be compelled to shut down.

Wearied by the long wrangle over 
the proposed location of gas plants in 
the Seventh and Eighth wards, the Fire 
Commission yesterday adopted a reso- 
lution which will send franchise appli- 
cants to the Council or to the courts. 
Many hints are given out that the lat- 
ter course will be taken. 

All through the contest the refusal of 
the gas companies to secure a fran- 
chise has been the stumbling block that 
has prevented the granting of permits. 
A constitutional right is given the com- 
panies to lay pipes in the streets, pro- 
viding their purpose is to supply gas 
for illumination only. Relying upon 


this law as an opening wedge, it is the 


evident ‘intention of the new concerns 
to secure vested rights in the streets, 
and then to supply gas for all purposes 
in defiance of the franchise provisions. 
None of the representatives of the com-

As the gas franchise of the Los An- 
geles Lighting Company, which now 
has a monopoly of the field, is assessed 
at $75,000, the city fathers believe that 
the new companies should pay the city 
something for digging in the streets.

Victory has perched on the standards 
of the city in the s-iteful litigation be- 
gun by 8. A. Waldron against the 
Mayor and Councilmen to knock out 
the water Judge Williams of 
Ventura sat in Judge Allen's court 
yesterday, and sustained the city’s de- 
murrer; and, holding that Waldron's 
complaint could not be amended to 
meet the indomitable objections raised 
by the demurrer, he ordered judgment 
in favor of the defendants. 

Thus far has the validity of the mu- 
nicipal water bonds been upheld. 

As soon as Judge Williams had ren- 
dered his opinion, C. M. Hansen, Esq., 
stated openly that he would serve no- 
tice of appeal to the Supreme Court 
within a few days. He appears unu- 
sually confident of success in the end. 
The alleged unconstitutionality of the 
city charter of Los Angeles is his chief 
contention. On this point, however, 
Judge Williams did not touch yester- 
day, thinking it unnecessary in the 
proceeding at bar to pass on the ques- 
tion, as no good purpose could be sub- 
served by so doing. The offices of the

WILLIAMS'S VIEWS. 

Yesterday's opinion is not long, and 
it is given in full: . 

“This is an action brought by the 
plaintiff, a citizen and taxpayer of 
the city of Los Angeles, to have a 
certain instrument in writing, between 
the defendants and the Los Angeles 
City Water Company and the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, 
dated July 29, 1901, and fully set out 
and described in the complaint, an- 
nulled; and to restrain the defend- 
ants, the Councilmen and Mayor, 
from carrying out any of the terms of 
such agreement, and to annul all or- 
dinances, orders and resolutions, passed 
by the individual defendants in call- 
ing an election to authorize the issu- 
ance of the two million dollar bonds 
mentioned in the complaint, and au- 
thorizing the issuance, sale and delivery 
of such bonds; asking that they be en- 
joined from executing, signing, issuing, 
negotiating, selling or in any manner 
disposing of or delivering such bonds, 
and that they be enjoined from ap- 
proving, signing, indorsing or issuing 
any warrant of the city for the pay- 
ment of the claim of Messrs. Dillon & 
Hubbard, in the sum of $3500 for pro- 
fessional services rendered the city, as 
attorneys-at-law. 

“To this complaint defendants have 
filed demurrers, both general and spe- 


cial. 

“In view of the conclusion at which 
the court has arrived as to the general 
demurrer, that the complaint does 
not state a cause of action, and as to 
the ground of special demurrer, that 
several causes of action have been im- 
properly united, it will be unnecessary 
for me to pass down the objection that 
the complaint is ambiguous, unintel- 
ligible and uncertain. * 

FEES ANOTHER THING. 

“I am not prepared to say that there 
is any misjoinder of causes of action, 
if the complaint states any cause of 
action, except in the cause of action 
to enjoin the allowance and payment 
of the claim of Messrs. Dillon & Hub- 
bard for services rendered the city as 
attorneys-at-law. I cannot see how, 
in an action to restrain the Council- 
men and Mayor from doing and per- 
formi certain alleg:1 acts, in and 
about t issuance of the two million 
doliar bonds, can in any way be con- 
nected with and grow out of the same 
transaction, as the employment and 
payment of attorneys. The allegations 
of the complaint as to the character of 
the services rend by the attorneys 
must be treated as immaterial, and 
cannot aid in overcoming the improper 
union of causes of action. If the claim 
of Messrs. Dillon & Hubbard is un- 
authorized and illegal, the determina- 
tion of that question must be the sub- 
ject of a separate and independent pro- 
ceeding, and cannot here be determined. 
Even admitting that by any possible 
construction this cause of action could 
be considered as not repugnant to 
the objection urged, then the com- 
Plaint, as to this claim, does not state 
a cause of action for equitable relief: 
the plaintiff does not show that he 
can be injured should the defendants’ 
do all the things here sought to be re- 
strained. If the contract upon which 
the claim of Dillion & Hubbard is 
founded is illegal, no indebtedness will 
thereby be created. It is to be pre- 
sumed that the Auditor and Treasurer 
of the city will refuse to pay any 
claim arising therefrom. 3 

NEW BOND ACT. 

“Does the complaint state any cause 
of action for equitable relief against 
any of the defendants? 

“The agreement of July 29, 1901, upon 


which the proceedings instituted to 


the issuance of the bonds is predicated, 
it is claimed, was, and is, unauthorized 
and illegal. This, it is alleged, is be- 
cause, that, in entering into this agree- 
ment, the Councilmen and Mayor did 
not comply with the requirements of 
the Bond Act, so called, statutes, 1889, 
p. 399. There are provisions in that

repeal by implication, as that the new 
and later scheme must prevail as a sub- 
stitute for the old, even in respect to 
parts where there are found no incon- 
sistencies or repugnancies between the 
two, and any part of the old statute 
which is not included in the new, must 
be ignored and deemd to have deen 
repealed.” Mack vs. Justro, 126 Cal., 
130; Dillon vs. Bicknell, 116 Cal., 111: 
Nicol hy City of St. Paul, 83 N. W.

“I conclude that the act ot 1889, or 
any amendment thereof, is no longer 
in force, but that the act of 1901 is a 
complete scheme covering the subjects 
treated, and is a substitute for all 
former acts upon the same subject. 

ABOUT THE CHARTER. 

“It is contended, and the complaint is 

ulte full of allegations, to show that 

e Councilmen and Mayor of the city 
of Los Angeles, are neither ce jure 


acts in relation to the issuance of the 
two million dollar bonds were nul and 
void. The contention is founded upon 
the theory that the present charter of 
tae city of Los Angeles is unconstitu- 
tional, and void. It is unnecessary, in 
this proceeding for this court to pass 
upon that question, as no good pur- 
pose could be subserved by so doing. 

“It isadmitted by the complaint that 
the defendant, the city of Los Angeles, 
at all times menti ‘in the complaint, 


has been, and now is, a municipal tor-. 


poration; organized under the laws of 
the State of California, and having 
more than 3500 inhabitants. The ex- 
istence of a municipal corporation of 
the character of the one here plead 
presupposes that there are officers to 


the corporation. The courts will take 
notice that in municipal corporations 
like this there are offices of council and 
mayor, such officers are potential and 
possible. Hence the unconstitutionality 
of a freeholders’ charter attempting to 
give actual existence to these offices, 
though futile,- still leave such offices 
potential, and possible, and the per- 
sons occupying them are de facto of- 
ficers. (Spelling on Extraordinary Re- 
lief, section 695.) There being de jure 
offices of Mayor and Council of the city 
of Los Angeles, the incumbents of those 
offices, as appears from the complaint, 
have been elected undef a charter, al- 
leged to be void. Enough is shown to 


de facto officers. 

“Officers elected or appointed pur- 
suant to a public, even though an un- 
constitutional law, before the same has 
been adjudged such, are officers de 
facto. De facto officers until they are 
ousted from office by direct proceed- 
ings in- the nature of quo warranto, 
have all the powers of de jure officers, 
and cannot. be assailed in a collateral 
proceeding. 

It is claimed as a reason why the 

defendants, the Councilmen and Mayor, 
should be enjoined from issuing, sell- 
ing or delivering the bonds is that the 
price agreed to be paid for the water 
plants is largely in excess of their 
value, and that the rate of interest and 
taxes agreed to be paid is unreason- 
able. These are matters in the dis- 
cretion of these officers. The discre- 
tion of the common council of a city 
in matters appertaining to their re- 
spective functions will not be controliea 
by a writ of injunction, because im- 
provident or because of the payment of 
an exorbitant sum in the absence of 
any allegation of fraud.’ (High on In- 
junction, section 1240.) 
“It is urged that because of the alle- 
gations of the complaint that the de- 
fendants, the Mayor and Councilmen 
were elected and now claim to be hold- 
ing and acting in their official position 
under and by virtue of the provisions of 
the present charter, and in no other 
way, and by virtue of no other author- 
ity, that these allegations cannot be 
questioned by. demurrer, and must be 
traversed by answer, and for this rea- 
son, if no other, the demurrer ought to 
be overruled, . 

“The allegations as to the particular 
character or authority under which 
these officers claim to be acting is im- 
material. It is not what they claim; 
but are they authorized and empow- 
ered to perform the acts complained of 
under and by virtue of any valid ex- 
isting statute or charter? There is, in- 
dependent of the present charter, abun- 
dant authority under the law for these 
officers to perform all the acts here 
complained of and sought to be en- 


** conclude, therefore, that the com- 
plaint does not state a cause of action 
entitling the plaintiff to any equitable 
relief. The demurrer ought to be sus- 
tained, and it is so ord ; 

„1 do not think that the complaint 
could be amended to meet the objec- 
tions here raised by the demurrer. 
Judgment is therefore ordered in favor 
of defendants.

CODDLING MOTH. 
AND BLACK SCALE, TOO. 

Codling moth and its ravages are 
still concerning the Board of Horti- 
cultural Commissioners. At its regu- 
lar meeting today the subject will be 
given informal consideration. A com- 
munication was received from T. B. 
Blanchard of Manzana yesterday, ask- 
ing that some means be adopted to 
keep infested apples from being shipped 
into the Lancaster and Elizabeth Lake 
sections, where, he says, are thousands 
of acres of apple orchards just coming 
into bering. Codling moth would ruin 
them all. 

It is stated by President Robinson of 

he Horticultural Commission that 
New York State last year lost $6,000,000 
frcm the moth, and had not vinegar 
and cider been made of many bad ap- 
ples the loss would have been much 
greater. 

On November 4 the prominent apple 
growers of Southern California will 
meet with the commissioners in the 
Courthouse to discuss means of keep- 
ing out the pest. For ttis occasion a 
paper apropos of the situation has 
been promised by Alexander Craw, 
State Entomologist. 


SOME BAD WORK. 


The regular report of W. H. Payne, 
horticultural inspector in the Mon- 
rovia-Duarte district, has the follow- 
ing to say about fumigation for black 
scale in that section: 

“T regret to say that fumigation is 
still being done in a very unsatisfac- 
tory manner in districts beyond my 
reach at night times, and in the inter- 
ests of orchardists a warning should 
be given them that such is the case, so 
as to put them on their guard, and also 
that a lot of it has and is being done 
when the scale is not in a fit condi- 
tion to kill.”

INING BUREAU ON 
COLORADO DESERT. 


— 


REPORT OF AN EXAMINATION 
THERE JUST OUT. 


‘Vulcan Smelter Test Satisfactory, and 
M@e Ore to Be Treated Today—Verde 


The State Mining Bureau has just is- 
sued in pamphlet form a report on its 
reconnoissance of the Colorado Desert 
Mining District in San Diego county. 

The work wasin charge of Stephen 
Bowers, field assistant to State Miner- 
alogist L. E. Aubury, and in his letter 
of transmittal he states that in the Re- 
corder’s office of San Diego county 
more than 450,000 acres of land in that 
district have been located for petro- 
leum. 

In the report the territory which 
has been located for petroleum has 
been divided into four districts; the 
Coyote Wells, Carrizo Creek, Fish 
Creek and Seventeen Palms Springs. 
Each is described with a short history. 
Of the formation he says in his con- 
cluding remarks: 

“Owing to the vast accumulations of 
arenaceous material which overlies 
that lower sedimentary rock, it is 
somewhat difficult to prospect. There 
are no outcroppings of rim rock by 
which one can trace the oll rock 
through clines or folds of any sort. 
This leaves the drilling prospector to 
select the best surface indications srart 
from these, as unaltered rocks,“ 
bleached sand and clay shales, con- 
giomerate, asphaltum, gas, etc., and 
avoid contact or nearness to igneous 
or highly metamorphic rocks. 

“The sandstone shales in this on 
lie unmconformably over the und ing 
sedimentary rocks. The slate and fine- 
grained shales are usually covered with 
sand which has hardened by impact 
and by fresh and mineral waters with 
which it has come in contact. The 
sandstone shales have a variety cf 
colors, as dark, brown, yellow, whitish, 
grayish, reddish, biuish, buff, etc. They 
are of nearly every grade of hardn 
as silicious, indurated, friable, pul- 
verulent, etc. These overlying i 
are mostly horizontal, or nearly so, In 
some places local disturbances have 
tilted them to a somewhat high angle. 
They show but slight inclination tow- 
ard forming anticlines, synclines, etc. 
Most of the overlying rocks have been 
formed in comparatively shallow water, 
and but occasionally there is an ex- 
posure of deep-sea sediment.” 

VULCAN BLOW-IN. 

The six-ton smelter installed this 
week in the Liewellyn Iron Works by 
the Vulcan Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany of San Francisco was blown-in 
yesterday afternoon. About one hun- 
dred and fifty mining men were present 
to see the trick done, and the general 
expression after the performance was 
of satisfaction. 

The operation of blowing-in was sim- 
ple and occupied but a short time. 
Sulphide ore was treated in three min- 
utes. 

Other ore will be treated today. 

The Vulcan company is installing a 
fifty-ton smelter at Lordsburg, N. M. 

HOPES OF GROOM CREEK. 

Enthusiastic miners have predicted 
that the Groom Creek country, ten 
miles fram Prescott, is destined to be- 
come the Cripple Creek of Arizona. Re- 
cent finds there have been unusually 
rich, and it looks as if their predictions 
might be realized. The Midnight Test 
mine the other day yielded up ore that 
ran as high as $3000 per ton in ; 
At the bottom of the 300-foot shaft $1000. 
worth of this remarkable ore was re- 
moved in one day. The Midnight Test 
was sold last winter for $30,000, but it 
is doubtful if it could be bought short 
of $1,000,000. 

HIGH-GRADE COPPER STRIKE. 

Within the past two weeks develor | 
ment work at the Verde King has r 
sulted in the finding of a fine body of 
high-grade copper ore in the tunnel ir 
the Iron Range claim, adjoining the 
Rock Butte, from which high-grade 
copper ore has been taken. The tunnel 
in the Iron Range was begun several 
months ago. At 500 feet they began 
to strike small bunches of copper; soon 
the bunches began to appear with more 
frequency, and the ore to improve in 
character. At 530 feet the ore was a 
high-grade copper, sulphide ore, and 
there was width to the ore body. At 
present the tunnel 1s in 550 feet and the
